INDICATIONS OF A CRIME. 


A Duck Hunt nnd the Mysterious Death 


of Two Men. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 12.—On Sept. SSJolm Whito, 


Lynn Graves, and John Goodrich wont hunt- 
ing on Wolf lake, near Hammond, Ind. I^ato 
in tho day Whito was seou swimming ashore, 
while tho boat and his companions woro not 
to bo seen. When bo arrived at tho town ho 
stated that while hunting tho boat had upset. 
Graves, Whito said, went down at once, 
white Goodrich had endeavored to cling 
to 
tho 
boat, but had slipped 
off and 


afterwards drowned. The story at the 
time seemed Improbable, 
Tho water in 


Wolf lake is voiy shallow, bohig scarcely more 
than ten feet deep In any part. Shortly after 
the drowning "White disappeared, and has 
sines kept porslatently out of tho way. Satur- 
day tho two bodies woro recovered. Graves1 
head was crushed In, as it by tho butt ot a 
gun, while Goodrich's body showed similar 
wounds. Tho coroner In Hammond took 
charge ot tho bodies and hold an inquest, at 
which It was decided that tho two men had 
died by violence. Tho verdict recommended 
White's arrest and examination as a witness, 


Tho inquest horo was commenced Monday, 


but, nothing was developed absolutely fLxing 
guilt upon Whito. Jill's. Goodrich swore her 
husband was a good swimmer. 
Tlio inquest 


was continued to tho 20th inst, in order to 
obtain more testimony. Whito has not yet 
been arrested,

colored man named Parbee, and upon calling 
for the parties who had insulted them, the 
students received a fusilade of shots fired 
from the house. Tho leader of tho negroes, 
Pat Brewer, who fired the shot which killed 
Mr. Freeze, has escaped.

Mr. Howard in con- 
versation resented keenly tlio statement pub- 
lished in some papers thnL ho had~in any way 
"disappeared," anil »uid, in reference to the i 
failure: 


"I intend to pay every dollar of the liabili- 


ties if it takes me ten year:] to do it. 1 bo- 
lieve Mr. Neeld to IKJ an lioui-st man, and I 
do do not buliuru ho tool; u dollar oC any- 
body's money. 
OverLi-adin^ has !>eeii the 


cause of all the truiible, 
Tho liabilities of 


the linn have been greatly exaggerated, and 
there is every prospei.-t that the firm will re- 
sume business." 


Mr. IT. R. Goodbody, of Liverpool, Eng- 


land, who handled the foreign business of the 
linn, and who is a creditor to the extent of 
t->S,000 to $30,000, is also in thu city. Mr. 
Goodbody snicl that lie yxpuctoJ to recover 
every dollar of his balance if the firm was 
allowed to resume business, because he had 
tho utmost confidence in tho integrity and 
honor of Mr, Noold.

SubLalned u Labor Law. 


DETHOIT, Oct. 12.—An important phase oC 


a case against John Craig for Importing 
Canadian ship carpenters was determined by 
Judge Brown Monday morning. 
Tho de- 


fendant's counsel had interposed tho objec- 
tion that tho entire law was unconstitutional. 
Judgo Brown has had this question under 
advisement for some time. It involved not 
onlv the Craig case, but was a test upon 
which tho wholo law was to stand or fall 
Monday morning Judgo Drown delivered an 
elaborate written opinion, reviewing each ob- 
jection to tho law and overruling them all.
